In  September  of  1959,  135  young  people  entered  into  the  doors  of  P.  W.  Moore  High 
School  to  be  fitted  into  the  daily  routine  as  high  school  freshmen.  This  was  a  new  and 
different  experience  for  us  because  we  had  taken  a  big  step. 

The  majority  of  the  class  came  from  the  Pasquotank  County  Elementary  School  and 
the  Junior  High  School  Department  of  P.  W.  Moore,  with  a  few  from  the  local  parochial 
school. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  9th  grade:  President,  William  Winslow; 
Vice  President,  Grace  Williams;  Secretary,  Mildred  Hines;  and  Chaplain,  William  Purkett. 

We  were  quite  active  in  joining  extra-curricular  activities.  Out  of  the  class,  36  girls 
joined  the  N.  H.  A.  and  20  boys  joined  the  N.  F.  A..  The  Music  department  was  favored 
with  13  band  members  and  5  Glee  Club  members.  Only  1  student  joined  the  Forensic 
Club.  13  joined  the  Social  Science  Club  and  four  were  reporters  for  the  school  paper.  P. 
W.  Moore  is  known  for  its  athletic  teams  and  we  wanted  to  keep  the  teams  moving.  3 
boys  joined  the  football  squad  and  5  became  members  of  the  junior  varsity  basketball 
team. 

Freshmen  sponsors  were  Mrs.  M.  M.  McLean,  Mrs.  E.  P.  Jones,  Mrs.  M.  M.  McClease, 
Mr.  J.  J.  Mitchell,  and  Mr.  C.  L.  Foster. 

We  were  a  hard  working  group;  therefore,  a  large  number  was  promoted  to  the  sopho- 
more class.  Officers  of  the  sophomore  class  were:  President,  Barbara  Fearing;  Vice 
President,  Alexander  Jones;  Secretary,  Vernelle  Bailey;  Chaplain,  Freda  Spencer;  and 
Reporters,  Vivian  Thornton  and  Leon  Mullen. 

During  this  year,  17  of  us  joined  the  French  Club.  2  boys  joined  the  Lettermen's 
Club.  There  were  6  who  became  members  of  the  Dramatics  Club  and  4  who  were  on  the 
traffic  squad.  A  few  more  boys  wanted  to  help  build  the  football  team,  so  instead  of  3, 
9  joined.  5  girls  showed  athletic  abilities  by  becoming  "Lionettes." 

In  September  of  1961,  130  of  us  began  our  junior  year.  Officers  of  this  class  were  as 
follows:  President,  Barbara  Fearing;  Vice  President,  Alexander  Jones;  Secretary,  Caro- 
lyn Trotman;  Assistant  Secretary,  Godfrey  Eason;  Chaplain,  Daisy  Johnson;  and  Report- 
er, Roy  White. 
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Interest  in  extra-curricular  activities  had  not  decreased.  18  girls  joined  the  N.  H.  A., 
and  for  the  first  time  in  the  school's  history,  home  economics  was  offered  to  boys;  15 
boys  joined  the  N.  H.  A..  Only  4  joined  the  French  Club,  but  8  joined  the  Dramatics 
Club.  There  were  8  boys  and  6  girls  on  the  basketball  teams  from  our  class.  2  were  on 
the  Student  Council  with  one  as  its  secretary.  Only  3  Juniors  joined  the  Science  Club, 
while  11  joined  the  Math  Club.  We  must  have  been  quite  business  minded,  for  an  overall 
record  number  of  27  joined  the  Business  Club  from  our  Class. 

On  May  18,  1962,  we  sponsored  a  very  successful  Junior-Senior  Prom.  The  theme 
was  "Gypsy  Serenade."  Music  was  given  by  Spence's  Band  of  Norfolk,  Virginia. 

Junior  sponsors  were  Mrs.  G.  O.  Barcliff,  Mrs.  R.  P.  Cooper,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Harris,  and 
Mr.  S.  Newsome. 

Finally  we  reached  the  senior  year.  We  looked  back  over  the  years  and  we  were 
proud  that  we  had  not  faltered.  We  were  determined  to  make  our  last  year  the  very  best. 
There  were  only  96  left  with  us,  but  we  took  upon  our  shoulders  the  sundry  duties  that 
lay  before  us  and  carried  out  our  tasks. 

Although  we  could  see  ourselves  progressing  tremendously,  we  knew  that  there  was 
still  much  work  to  be  done. 

The  class  was  organized  with  the  following  officers:  President,  Carlton  Whitehurst; 
Vice  President,  Roy  Whiter  Secretary,  Carolyn  Dorsey;  Assistant  Secretary,  Rubenia 
Moore;  Chaplain,  William  Purkett;  Reporter,  Vivian  Thornton;  and  Treasurer,  Alice  Allen. 

Enthusiasm  for  extra-curricular  activities  was  still  present.  The  names,  Sharpe, 
Collins,  Cherry,  Williams,  and  Mullen  will  long  be  remembered  as  outstanding  players  in 
football.  Musically  speaking,  Jones,  Lister,  Williams,  Fearing,  Holley,  Skinner,  and  Syl- 
vester will  be  remembered  when  the  band  marches  by.  Price  will  be  remembered  as  Moore 
High's  soloist;  Mullen,  White,  Davenport,  Brothers,  Hill  and  Murden  as  actors  and  act- 
resses. We  did  our  part  in  our  positions. 

Miss  Joycelyn  Berry  reigned  as  Miss  P.  W.  Moore.  Five  honor  students  were  induc- 
ted into  the  National  Honor  Society.  They  were  Delma  Skinner,  Roy  White,  Barbara  Fear- 
ing, Peggy  Davenport,  and  Alexander  Jones.  Sponsors  were  Mrs.  D.  P.  Jenkins  and  Mr. 
J.  E.  Barnes. 
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The  cherished  memories  of  the  good  "ole  days"  at  Moore  High  will  remain  eternally 
in  our  hearts.
